It is both a privilege and a pleasure for me to commend 
The New York Times as a medium for book advertising. I 
have spent most of my life in selling books to the American 
public. From experience, I have arrived at the definite con- 
clusion that the duty of the publisher, next to that of publish- 
ing good books, is to get those particular individual good books 
into the hands of the reading public over the country. 


Probably one of the most difficult things for a publisher to 
accomplish, is to make the public realize that each good book 
is an individual and living entity in itself, and that the adver- 
tising of other books or the methods used in distributing pre- 
vious books may not be the proper method for distributing that 
particular new book; therefore, a publisher cannot depend 
very much on previous success or gain very much from past 
experience, for the handling of new books as they may come 
to him. You can realize from the above statement how diffi- 
cult is the publisher’s position, as he publishes one new book 


after the other. 


The New York Times wisely started the idea of giving a 
great deal of careful and intelligent space to the furtherance 
of book news and has carefully continued and enlarged the 
idea of book news, until it has now produced, in my opinion, 
the best newspaper book news in our country. 


When a publisher has a book of merit which has the possi- 
bility of a wide general reading, I know of no medium for 
advertising the book or getting it before the general public 
and the booksellers of the country as good as The New York

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Some Great Devotional Classics

™) HE literature of devotion is 
not as popular now-a-days as 
it deserves to be. The “de- 
votional classics” are closed 
books to most older people. 
Few young people , could 
even name them! Indeed, some will go 
as far as to say that “classical learning” 
has had its day in the schools of our coun- 
try, and that the onlv_ studies which 
should have place in modern curricula are 
those which are “practical,” or at least 
in keeping with the spirit of modern sci- 
ence and altogether “up-to-date.” ‘This 
seems to me a mistake. 

But even the most partisan protagonist 
for classical studies and the culture which 
they accomplish, will realize that their 
service is largely to the minds of men. The 
philosophers and poets of ancient Greece, 
the law-makers and soldiers and littera- 
teurs of regal Rome, and the English 
classicists of the earlier years, “men of the 
threshold, rising with the dew of fresh 
inspiration upon them,’—all make their 
appeal primarily to the intellect. The de- 
votional classics for which I plead, and for 
which this eager brief is held, were writ- 
ten by those scholars and savants, priests 
and prophets of the Church of the Living 
God, whose message, highly intellectual in 
the main, is still chiefly addressed to the 
spiritual in man,—and makes its appeal to 
the emotions and the will. 








Socrates, Plato, Aristotle, Epicurus, 
Epictetus, Virgil, Horace, Tacitus, Cicero, 
Chaucer, Spenser, the Venerable Bede, 
Ben Jonson, Bacon and the Bard of 
Avon,—great and glorious company that 
they are, are not greater nor are their mes- 
sages more luminous and lifting than 
Augustine, Dante, Bernard, a Kempis, 
Luther, Bunyan, Samuel Rutherford, Jer- 
emy Taylor, Woolman, Law, and Tolstoi. 
It is about these latter worthies that | 
would write, and it is to their works | 
apply the words devotional classics. 


Some Modern Devotional Writers 


It is regrettable, as I have indicated, 
that modern Christians so little appreciate 
this great spiritual heritage. Indeed, there 
are few modern books of this type. It 
may be that in our Protestant fear of 
sacramentarianism and liturgy, and in our 
eagerness to avoid even the very appear- 
ance of Popish practices, we have gone 
quite too far to the other extreme. Or 
it may be that in our well-placed em- 
phasis upon a social gospel and a socialized 
faith we have neglected or forgotten the 
necessity of culture in personal piety and 
the religious values of contemplation and 
the quiet life. 

There are Protestant saints, to be sure, 
but we tend to burn them at the stakes of 
our indifference or neglect rather than to 
give them proper honor by fair notice and 
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wise emulation. There is great value in the 
study of spiritual biography, but there are 
few books which teach us the way,of de- 
votion or like Henry Dwight Sedgwick’s 
“Pro Vita Monastica” (Atlantic Monthly) 
seek to show us the worth in worship of 
the silent, meditative hours. 

To be sure, that prince of modern 
preachers, Harry Emerson Fosdick, has 
given us a trilogy of studies on “Prayer,” 
“Faith,” and “Service” (Association Press) 
in which he is deeply devotional and in 
which he has the blessed temerity to pre- 
sent a collection of prayers, Catholic and 
Protestant, for the edification of youth 
and age. And that brilliant mystic, Rufus 
M. Jones, has recently sent out several 
books on the inner life, that help one to 
a conscious cultivation of the presence of 
God in the regular round of daily cares 
and concerns. But, with a few such not- 
able exceptions, the truth remains that one 
has need to turn back to other years and 
other men to find the classic devotional 
literature that will satisfy the soul’s quest. 
And I make bold to say that, next to 


Holy Writ, most people will find more 


devotional inspiration and help in _ this 

literature of which I write than in any 

- other. 

Some Reasons for Reading These Devotional 
Classics 

From a dozen good reasons for such 
reading, let me set down Four that seem 
to be of insistent significance: 

(1) The devotional classics are excep- 
tionally fine illustrations of “the literature 
of grace and power.’ ‘They do not seek 
to inform but to inspire. ‘They delay not 
to supply facts regarding an external world 
but come at once to close grips with the 
forces that move life and love to action. 
Indeed, they are full-fraught with “gra- 
phic description, forceful expression, 
searching: insight, often rhythmic cadence.” 

(2) They afford wonderful studies in 
the psychology of religion. They are “‘con- 
fessional literature,” and as such they deal 
with inner processes of mind and motive, 
rather than with the outer world of facts 
and forces. They are subjective, not ob- 
jective. They deal with that most diff- 
cult and delicate thing of all, the self, and 
inasmuch as the problem of problems for 
every man is himself, he does well to 
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spend all necessary time in making inti- 
mate acquaintance. I submit that thry 
such literature one comes to know the laws 
of life as they have seemed to function, and 
to observe how the minds of men have 
been constrained by the mind of God. He 
discovers not only human limitations of 
which he is already poignantly aware, but 
he sees and feels again how all these com- 
mon earth-born and earth-worn experi- 
ences of men may be sublimated by the 
touch of the Divine Spirit on human lives 
that are willing. 

(3) Such literature has large historical 
value and significance. ‘That statement is 
better illustrated than argued. Let me 
refer then to Luther, to St. Augustine, and 
to Tolstoi as edifying examples of what | 
say. 

(4) These classics seem to me invalnu- 
able for their mysticism. Materiall, 
minded men will find that statement suff- 
cient condemnation of the literature of de- 
votion, but young “followers of the 
Gleam” will find it a recommendation. If 
mysticism be considered as evoked by that 
interest which men have in the things that 
lie beyond the practical experiences and 
the material factors of their everyday life, 
and that answering outpouring or sensible 
grasping after “the Power not ourselves 
which makes for righteousness,” then it 
would seem that the highest endeavor of 
youth should be to become what Gladstone 
called a “practical mystic.” 

Many great books purport to discuss 
this theme, and philosophers, ancient and 
modern, have critically dealt with it. But 
like religion itself, mysticism can never be 
adequately described—it must be felt and 
experienced. One becomes aware of it in 
the atmosphere of faith. One senses it in 
the presence of such saintly spirits as 
these whose books I would fain open for 
your perusal. 

Four Classics Briefly Mentioned 

Time and space will not allow even a 
brief listing of titles. Four devotional 
classics, however, I will name, for it seems 
to me that they are of such value and 
quality that everyone should know them. 

The first I mention is not for all. It is 
St. Augustine’s “Confessions.”” Many older 
folks and certainly all students of religious 
psychology will pause to ponder its pages. 
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Such an edition as the Everyman’s will 
acquaint the reader with Augustine's re- 
markable career, and will make vivid the 
experience of that Fourth Century in which 
he was not only so conspicuous a scholar 
and church administrator, but in which his 
personal life and holy example did more 
than all else to authenticate his message 
and prepare for its kindly reception by his 
hearers. The ‘Confessions’ accomplish 
much for experimental religion, and tho 
St. Augustine is best known to theologians 
for his remarkable treatise on “The City 
of God,” there are three things about the 
“Confessions” that even the most casual 
reader will discover: 

(a) They are big with God. 

(b) They show how God is light, and 
against the background of that whiteness 
sin is horribly black. 

(c) They reveal God as good, unspeak- 
ably good, and His service as a holy pas- 
sion to the souls of those who love Him. 


“The Imitation of Christ” is better 
suited to both youth and age. It was writ- 
ten by Thomas a Kempis, who lived a 
thousand years after Augustine. He was 
poor, hard-working, and very pious. His 
mother was an educated woman, a teacher ; 
the father was untutored but devout. He 
lived seventy years as a monk and became 
a distinguished teacher, but he is_ best 
known thru his little book on which he 
labored forty years. It consists of four 
books, fifty-nine chapters in all. They 
bear such practical titles as ‘““Admonitions 
Useful for a Spiritual Life,” ‘““Admonitions 
Concerning the Interior Life,” “Concern- 
ing the Holy Communion,” “On Interior 
Consolation.” The central idea of it all 
is suggested in the general title, a challenge 
in itself to all whose casual eye may alight 
upon it! It is not only an attempt to show 
how one may fashion his life on the pat- 
tern of Christ, but by its beautiful spirit 
and its utter humility commends itself to 
careful and prayerful reading by youth and 
age. I suppose it has been one of the most 
influential books of Christendom, and it is 
not to be considered as the peculiar prop- 
erty of any division of the Christian 
Church. Its appeal is as wide as the needs 
of common life, and its helpfulness will be 
In proportion to the faithful attention 
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given to its message. Certainly we may 
follow men like this as they follow Christ. 

The reading of Bunyan’s ‘“Pilgrim’s 
Progress” began with me as a sort of 
pastime; it has become almost a_ passion. 
His spiritual autobiography, ‘Grace 
Abounding,” lends itself equally to a study 
by psychologists and to reverent use by 
evangelicals as a tract of conversion. Born 
at Elstow, fifty miles from London, in 
November, 1628, and dying in London 
sixty years later, the “immortal Bedford 
tinker,” soldier, preacher, prisoner for con- 
science’ sake, master of perfect Saxon 
speech, and author of a book which is at 
once a marvel of style and next to the 
Holy Bible in point of sales, Bunyan chal- 
lenges the attention of us all. ‘Grace 
Abounding” is his spiritual autobiography ; 
“Pilgrim’s Progress” is an immortal alle- 
gory, the greatest in our language, of the 
Christian life and progress. Certainly no 
educated person of today durst plead igno- 
rance of this classic. I have myself: read 
it half a dozen times and doubt not that, 
saturated with the Bible as it is, I shall 
have frequent occasion to read it many 
times more! 

“The Practice of the Presence of God 
the Best Rule of a Holy Life” has been 
one of the most influential books that has 
ever touched my life. I do not think it 
is because of any great literary quality in 
the book itself. The secret of its influence 
for me and upon all (and I think it is the 
secret of the book), is the secret of His 
Presence which Brother Lawrence dis- 
covered for himself among the barefooted 
Carmelites at Paris in 1666. It is vividly 
revealed in his conversations and letters. 
The Revell Co. publish a beautiful and 
inexpensive edition, I think the price is 
sixty cents. 

One could do no finer service for the 
young people of our country than to urge 
them to read it and to mark certain por- 
tions for their re-reading. Here indeed, 
is the very heart of the “devotional 
classics,”—the ‘‘Presence of God,” and if 
one shall learn to practice the presence of 
God in daily life, he will have found not 
only a rule that will work well for his 
own highest and best success, but will 
help to make this world His world, and 
lift all life to the level of His love. 
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Inter-Church Reading Program

N Montclair, New Jersey, 
and vicinity this past year a 
unique and comprehensive 
Community Reading Scheme 
has been carried out by the 
co-operation of twenty-four 
churches, representing seven denominations 
and a reading constituency of about a thou- 
sand people. 

For several years the churches had been 
reading a few selected books on Mission 
Study topics, a small group here and there, 
and a few books here and there. Since 
the war, the subjects of World Peace, 
International and Inter-racial Relations 
have assumed such importance in their 
bearing on Christian ideals and missionary 
efforts that Mission Study can scarcely be 
considered complete without the inclusion 
of the other sister subjects. With this in 
mind, the following reading idea was pre- 
sented to the churches as a Community 
Education Plan along the lines of World 


Friendship and Christian Internationalism.

The plan grew out of the knowledge 
that some of the denominations were carry- 
ing on active reading contests in their own 
churches, and the thought came—if the 
churches could arouse such reading interest 
among themselves, why could not the same 
scheme have a larger application and in- 
clude all the churches in one common com- 
petitive plan? 

Of course, it seemed a fine forward- 
looking thing for the various denomina- 
tions to work together for a common goal 
along broad educational lines, including 
their own special study subjects and the 
closely allied ones of Race and Interna- 
tional Relations. 

The Missionary Union of Montclair 
and vicinity, which was well-organized, 
actively functioning and included twenty- 
six churches in its membership, stood read\ 
at hand to serve as a channel for carrying 
out the idea. In April, 1925, therefore, a 
form letter was sent out to all the churches 
in the vicinity reading as follows: 


The Missionary Union of Montclair and vicinity extends to the members of your con- 
gregation (both men and women) a cordial invitation to join in a Community Reading Plan 
along the lines of World-Friendship and Christian Internationalism. 

It seems appropriate that this should be sponsored by the churches, for it is our 


Christian ideals which are challenged by the manifold problems confronting us today. 


We, 


therefore, need a more unified, enlightened Christian opinion. 
The proposed plan is this: That each church shall try to get at least 5 per cent of its 


members to read at least 5 of the books specified in the list that follows. 


The names oi 









churches attaining this standard will be put on an Honor Roll, and this Honor Roll will be 
given publicity in various ways,—in the Montclair Times, on church calendars, and at various 
public gatherings. The reading results are put on a percentage basis in order that small anc 
large churches may have an equal opportunity for success. It may prove desirable to have 
the plan culminate in an open debate, or discussion, either in groups or in one big gathering. 
The reading year will run from May 1, 1925, to May 1, 1920. 

Should this idea interest your church group, will you kindly send the name of your 
church, number of members, and the name of one woman, to whom further details may be 
sent. A speaker will, on request, present more fully, at one of your meetings, the plan out- 
lined here. 

This experiment may prove suggestive to other communities. It is planned to invite all 
denominations, Protestant and non-Protestant, in this vicinity to cooperate.

N.B. Mission-study books may be ordered thru your own denominational boards. 
Other books may be secured thru public libraries, or ordered at local bookstores. 
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The libraries and bookstores co-operated 
in a very interested way. The Montclair 
libraries purchased two copies of each 
book on the list and gave a special shelf 
to them. In the main library the shelf is 
almost always empty and there are special 
reserves on many of them a great deal of 
the time. The libraries in Caldwell, 
Verona, Bloomfield and Glenridge also 
purchased the books when requested. The 
book dealers were informed about the con- 
test, a list of the books was furnished 
them, also the publishers’ names. One lady 
appeared in one of the bookshops and or- 
dered the entire list of 24. 

This account will appear before the final 
results of the contest have been made 
known, as the reading continues until May 
I, 1926, but much may be reported on to 
date. In the first place, great interest has 
been shown; the response to the invitation 
was eager and gratifying, only a few 
churches failing to avail themselves of the 
opportunity, while several which were not 
included, because of locality, asked to be 
allowed to join in. A large proportion of 
the churches have already raised their 
quota, that is 5% of their membership has 
agreed to read at least 5 of the books. 
Three or four have doubled their quota, 
while one enterprising little church, the 
Dutch Reform of Montclair Heights, has 
tripled its quota—with a membership of 
200 they have 35 people reading, 10 of 
these men! The men are being slowly 
drawn in, and the young people are taking 
part also. “The Junior Workers’ Council 
has offered prizes of $5.00 and $3.00 for 
the best book review by a High School boy 
or girl of any one of the starred books. It 
has been well said, “Since the true educa- 
tion of the young depends upon the under- 
standing and wisdom of their elders, it 
behooves the elders to examine their philo- 
sophy and to gain a knowledge of them- 
selves as members of the human family.” 

One interesting outgrowth in one of the 
congregational groups, where 75 women 
were listed as readers, was the formation 
of a discussion group of 19 which met once 
a week in a private house to review and 
talk over informally the books which in- 
terested them most. If all the churches 
would follow this shining example, the 
reading plan would prove vital indeed. 

The greatest success has come where the 
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women have had the best organization— 

where leaders have telephoned or called on 

people to enlist their interest and to ex- 
plain the working details of the scheme. 

Many of the churches printed the list of 

twenty-four books on their calendars, 

others in their guild bulletins; lists were 
posted in the libraries and printed in the 
local papers. Mention was made of the 
contest in the magazine of the Woman’s

Three ways of promoting such a plan, as 

has been outlined, seem to be: 

1. Well-planned organization and lead- 
ership. 

2. Wide advertising and explanation of 
:he working details. 

3. Systematic and constant circulation 
of the books. 

The first of January, 1926, a supple- 
mentary list of books was sent out by the 
Reading Contest Committee for the sake 
of those who had read quite extensively 
and wished a wider range of choice. This 
did not alter in any way the original quota 
requirements.

There has been no desire back of this 

scheme for specific propaganda along the 
lines of pacifism, League of Naticns, so- 
cialism or other “ism,” but it was put for- 
ward with the hope of creating closer 
Christian fellowship in the community, a 
broader and more intelligent understand- 
ing of world needs and conditions, a finer 
and fairer spirit of tolerance towards races 
and peoples, and a realization that the 
power of the Christian Church will stand 
or fall according to the way in which she 
faces these perplexing problems.

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Selling Religious Books 






How Scrantom’s in Rochester, New York, 
Have Bult Up an Important Department 


Miriam Ott Munson 


HOSE who are skilled in reading 

there is a new spirit in the air and 

the signs of the times tell us that 
that there is a new quest to fathom the age- 
old questions of the whence, whither and 
why of man. This is a quickening of the 
religious spirit, they say, because ‘‘religion 
is forever implicated in the answer to these 
questions.” 

As proof of their assertion they call us 
to witness the activities of the International 
Conference of religious leaders at Stock- 
holm, last summer; and, especially, the 
spirit of the statesmen at Locarno. 

Churchmen as well as laymen are look- 
ing for a road that leads to a more abun- 
dant life, here and now, rather than to 
creeds and dogmas. As Roger Babson ex- 
presses it, “The world is no longer inter- 
ested in the ‘baptism’ talk of Baptists, the 
‘pre-destination’ theories of Presbyterians, 
the Gospel songs of the Methodists, nor in 
the ancient rites of the Catholics, Jews and 
other groups. The great big things of to- 
day which interest the masses are such 
words as ‘tolerance,’ ‘service,’ ‘faith,’ and 
‘hope.’ The world is not hungering for 
creeds, but rather for sympathy; business 
men do not want sociological discourses, 
but rather inspiration and courage; while 
the average man is striving in the dark and 
looking for a way out.” 

This effort of men and women “to find 
a way out” has resulted in a very greatly 
increased interest in the reading of religious 
books. At least Scrantom’s of Rochester, 
N. Y., finds it to be so. It feels, too, 
that other forces, such as the work that 
is being done by the Federation of 
Churches active all over the United States, 
as well as the dimming of denominational 
lines, have a very great influence also. 

The Federation of Churches is exceed- 
ingly active in thirty-three states. It or- 
ganizes and fosters Week Day Schools in 
Religious Education, Daily Vacation Bible 


Schools, and Church Night Institutes as 
well as a four-year course in Religious 
Education. As a result of its influence the 
legislatures of South Dakota, Minnesota 
and Indiana have granted permission to 
school children to take one, two and three 
hours, respectively, of school time each 
week, for church schools. 

In Rochester, last summer, seven thou- 
sand boys and girls attended 46 daily 
Vacation Bible Schools at a cost of $11,- 
500. 

Each winter, the various churches thru- 
out the city send hundreds of people to be 
trained as Sunday School workers, teachers 
and leaders in the School of Religious 
Education. The course covers four years 
and 37 distinct subjects are taught. 

This may all sound like the report of a 
church committee, but to the alert stationer 
and bookseller it means an opportunity to 
sell more books and win more customers, 
customers whom a store may hold for 
years, for an interest in religion is not an 
evanescent and fleeting thing as is an en- 
thusiasm for Ping Pong or Mah Jongg, 
but it is an interest for life. Consequently 
the sale of religious books is a steady one 
for the store that meets the readers’ needs 
sympathetically and intelligently. 

Realizing this, Scrantom’s keeps abreast 
of the religious activities of the city and 
takes the books to the churches whenever 
special meetings and conventions are held. 
For example, a short time ago when a 
Community Institute of Religious Educa- 
tion was held, and attended by 700 repre- 
sentatives from all the Protestant churches 
of Rochester, Miss Burke was in attend- 
ance there with a table piled high with all 
manner of books bearing on religious and 
moral subjects. For five days from 3:30 
to 9:30 P.M. she stood by her book table 
ready to answer eager questioners. She 
brought to their attention the latest works 
on religious education in the church, home, 
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nation and world; books on _ psychology, 
evangelism, music and worship; church or- 
ganizations and administration, missions 
and pageantry. During the Institute, 
classes were being held in all these sub- 
jects, and it was a very convenient thing 
for the members, during the intermissions, 
to come to the book table, look over the 
books and decide what they wanted. Some 
of the textbooks used in the classes were: 
“The Worker And His Bible,” Eiselen & 
Barclay (Bd. of 8. S8.’s of the Meth. Epis- 
copal Ch.); “‘Pageantry and Dramatiza- 
tion in Religious Education,” Meredith 
(Abingdon); “The Use of the Story in 
Religious Education,” Eggleston (Doran) ; 
“The Psychology of Leadership,” Tralle 
(Century) ; “Jesus and Social Problems of 
Today,” Towne; “Religious Education in 
the Family,” Cope (Univ. of Chicago 
Press) ; and so on. 

The greatest advantage of this service 
lay, not so much in the number of books 
sold during the Institute, but in the 
cementing of the friendship of old cus- 
tomers and the winning of new ones. 

Last fall, when the minister of one of 
the city’s largest churches put on a cam- 
paign in his church for religious reading 
and printed the list of titles and authors 
on the weekly church calendar, Scrantom’s 
responded to this by featuring these books 
in a window display. 

Then, too, each fall, hundreds of women 
come to the store for the study books put 
out by the interdenominational Mission 
Boards tor the study of Home and Foreign 
Missions. Tho these textbooks deal with 
nations and peoples from a religious stand- 
point, there is always an interest aroused 
in other books that deal with the subjects 
from a secular standpoint. For example, 
this year the subjects are—“A New Day 
in Latin America” and “The Slav in 
Americ.” Therefore much interest in 
books on South America as well as the 
Slav will be called forth. 

Every phase of the book needs of grown- 
ups are studied and met, nor are the 
children forgotten. All kinds of color- 
ful books, cards and charts can be obtained 
to make religion a thing little children can 


understand. There is “The Little Chil- 


dren’s Bible” (Macmillan), and ‘Prayers 
For Little Children” 
‘body. 


by Lucy W. Pea- 
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Books about children which many of the 
Mothers’ Clubs of the city use are “The 
Challenge of Youth” by Alfred E.. Stearns 
(Wilde); Edgar Guest’s “My Job as a 
Father” (Reilly & Lee) and, especially, 
“Parents and Their Children” by Mary 
Moxcey (Methodist Bk.) 

As has been said before, people are in- 
terested in life, not creeds, and this interest 
is reflected in the books which they buy. 
Scrantom’s find that by far the most pop- 
ular religious writer of the day is Harry 
Emerson Fosdick. His book “Twelve 
Tests of Character” (Doran) sells well 
and his Meaning Series, such as the little 
books called ‘““Vhe Meaning of Service” 
(Ass'n. Press). “Meaning of Faith” 
(Ass'n. Press), and so on are bought by 
the hundreds for use in prayer meetings 
and Sunday School ‘classes. 

Papini’s “Life of Christ” (Harcourt, 
Brace), tho it has been out several years, 
is an excellent seller in its $1.50 edition, 
for it appeals both to Catholics and Protes- 
tants. Bruce Barton’s “The Man No- 
body Knows” (Bobbs-Merrill), is pur- 
chased by the most conservative church 
member as well as the non-church-going 
business man. “The Bible of Common 
Sense,” by Basil. King (Harper), “The 
Christian’s Secret’ of a Happy Life,’ by 
Hannah Whittall Smith (Revell), “The 
Quest of Reality,” and many others along 
the same line are bought. 

Books of sermons, too, prove popular 
and among the most popular are the ser- 
mons by the famous English preacher, Dr. 
Jowett of London, and. the equally dis- 
tinguished American, Charles E. Jefferson 
of New York. The latter’s most recent 
book, “Nature Sermons” (Revell), has had 
a large sale. Many readers who enjoyed 
Richard Swain’s “What and Where Is 
God?” (Macmillan), are looking forward 
to his new book, “What. and Why Is 
Man?” (Macmillan). 

In spite of the movie. and the radio, 
people seem to still find time. to pray, not 
only their own prayers, but prayers writ- 
ten for them by people who have a genius 
for prayer. “For God and the People; 
Prayers of the Social Awakening” by 
Walter Rauschenbusch (Pilgrim Press), 
tho it has been out for quite a number of 
years is sought in the newer and small ed:- 
tion.

Publisher Discusses the 


Marketing of a New 


Life of One of Our Most Written About Heroes

T should be obvious to 
any sensible man that 
there is a great deal of 
nonsense talked about sell- 
ing, advertising and pub- 
licity campaigns. Almost 
any issue of Printers’ Ink, 
Business Management, and _ occasionally 
the journals of the booktrade, will provide 
a sample of what | mean. Analyze some 
of the most complicated and _ sonorous 
“sales talks,” and after deflating them of 
wind and adjectives, they will boil down 
to a simple application of sound common 
sense to an old business problem. Every 
successful man in the book business—pub- 
lisher, salesman, and bookseller, has a more 
or less highly developed instinct for books 
that sell. The publisher fortunate enough 
to get such a book can only do his best to 
spread the news of it to the trade and 
then to the public. It is absurd to make 
a mystery of it. The words “dealer co- 
operation,” “sales resistance,” “campaigns” 
of all sorts, “sales instruction conferences, ” 
and what not, have become part of an 
orgy of bunk. Review in your mind ex- 
actly what happens when Fred, the sales- 
man, comes around to see his old friend, 
Bill, a bookseller. Think of their conver- 
sation and then recall the latest article you 
have seen on sales methods. I do not 
mean to say that occasionally one does not 
have a chance to be smarter than the other 
fellow. This opportunity illuminates the 
usual business transaction and makes one’s 
work worth while. And even then it usu- 
ally flows from the merit of the product. 
One cannot make bricks without straw, or 
have successful ‘advertising campaigns” 
without a sound book to back them up. 
About two years before the publication 
this February of Carl Sandburg’s biog- 
raphy of Lincoln, its publishers became 
increasingly aware that Mr. Sandburg was 
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Company 


engaged on a book that was 
certain to be an important 
contribution to American 
letters. We found that 
he had been working on it 
for about fifteen years, 
that he had collected an 
amazing mass of new material, that he had 
the kind of passion for Lincoln and for 
his book that occasionally brings forth a 
masterpiece. A few months later we read 
the manuscript, and we were certain that 
we had in our hands a great book. 

Now there are some thousands of books 
on Abraham Lincoln. He is the great idol 
of the American people, and the question 
was how to bring out still another biog- 
raphy in a manner that would convince 
the bookseller and the public that this book 
was important and that it was different. 

I have mentioned this firm’s enthusiasm 
for Mr. Sandburg’s book even before it 
was completed to illustrate an important 
point in a publishing “campaign.” It is a 
fact that the more time a publisher has to 
think about a book, to work over it, and 
to put his enthusiasm for it in the proper 
channels, the more likely it is that that 
book will succeed. 

To begin with, the whole publishing 
world is more or less of a whispering gal- 
lery. From Sandburg’s friends and from 
his publishers the news that he was writ- 
ing a “great” book slowly spread about 
thru the publishing trade. Before we 
were ready to print any publicity material, 
a good many hundreds of people knew a 
great deal about Sandburg’s new work. It 
is his first book of this nature, and almost 
everyone who knew him instinctively felt 
that he was peculiarly qualified to get at 
the essence of Abraham Lincoln. 

The publishers’ “campaign” began with 
the customary literary notes. They told 
the public and the critics that Carl Sand- 
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burg was writing his book, and some inter- 
esting details about it. 

One of the largest American magazines 
decided to publish part of the biography 
as a serial. Harry Hansen, one of Sand- 
burg’s friends, wrote a long and glowing 
essay on the book for the magazine. Here 
was a pamphlet ready-made for the pub- 
lishers, and we added to Hansen’s work 
several chapters from the biography and 
reproductions of some of the illustrations. 
This really interesting booklet was sent out 
to the bookstores all over the United 
States. Furthermore, it was read—which 
is more than one can say about the ordi- 
nary pamphlet. 

In fact, from the very beginning almost 
everything that touched or had to do with 
this book was successful. The next step 
was the preparation of a circular which 
was sent out to our own mailing lists of 
some thousands and was imprinted for the 
lists of booksellers. 

Then the publishers were fortunate 
enough to discover the right slogan. Among 
the interesting things that Sandburg had 
discovered in prowling around the collec- 
tors of Lincolniana were Abe’s old axe 
handle, his hat, and his umbrella. We 
stuck the hat on top of the umbrella and 
photographed it. ‘There was something so 
characteristic in Lincoln’s shabby tall hat 
and that umbrella that the dumbest adver- 
tising man would have seen its value and 
its significance. No British statesman 
would have worn that hat, and heaven 
knows he would never have carried that 
umbrella. They belonged to Lincoln only. 
They give the feeling that Lincoln him- 
self is just around the corner, is even in 
this book. We prepared a large cardboard 
poster with the hat and the umbrella out- 
lined on the top of it, and shipped it out 
to the bookstores. In our advertising to 
the trade, which we began in the Publish- 
ers’ Weekly a month before the publication 
of the book, we used this slogan. A series 
of advertisements prepared for news- 
papers in New York, Chicago, Boston, and 
Philadelphia, etc., carried the hat and the 
umbrella. 

And all of this time an effective fire of 
letters to the trade, the critics and to the 
public was continuing. 

On February 4th the book was pub- 
lished, and we were ready to begin to use 
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some of the material we had collected for 
bookstore windows. In Macy’s of New 
York there is Lincoln’s desk, contemporary 
portraits, some manuscript pages, letters— 
altogether about ten thousand dollars’ 
worth of Lincoln material, surrounding 
the books and the poster. Chicago has dis- 
plays in Brentano’s, Marshall Field, and 
Kroch’s, and the famous hat and umbrella 
are there, besides other material taken 
from private Lincoln collections. 

Occasionally the fact that a book is 
published is a news item. “Abraham 
Lincoln” was such a book, and conse- 
quently the Associated Press carried a long 
story on the date of publication. 

With malice aforethought, the book has 
been brought out a little before Lincoln’s 
birthday. No one knows at this date the 
number of feature stories on Lincoln that 
were used in magazine sections of news- 
papers on the Sunday following Feb- 
ruary 12th. 

In addition to all this publicity, the book 
occupies, of course, a prominent position in 
the Harcourt, Brace spring catalog of 
which thousands of copies have been 
printed; and scores of copies of the book 
were sent out for review to critics all over 
the country and to the groups of people 
who have a way of influencing public 
opinion about books. Books sell because 
they are talked about—but it is extremely 
important to get them talked about by the 
right people. 

The reason bookselling and _ publishing 
are fascinating professions is due partly to 
the fact that they are more of a gamble 
than the ordinary business. It is obvious 
that “Abraham Lincoln” will bring a 
great deal of money to the book business 
that might otherwise have gone _ into 
vacuum cleaners and silk shirts. But just 
how many thousands of copies will be sold 
it is utterly impossible to judge. It re- 
mains for the publishers, in continuing 
their “advertising campaign,” to convince 
everyone in the country who buys books 
that this book has been published and that 
they ought to buy it. It remains for the 
book salesmen to shove it under the noses 
of as many customers as appear to have 
money in their pockets, and thus contribute 
to the prosperity of bookstore, publisher, 
and author, to say nothing of the intelli- 
gence of the purchaser. 
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Installment Payments Discussed 


NE of the most interesting discussions 
() at the recent fifteenth convention 


of the Retail Dry Goods Associa- 
tion was on the subject of the place of 
installment payments in American mer- 
chandising. The subject has been one 
of the most discussed topics in recent 
months, and there were varying opinions 
at the convention. ‘The resolution of the 
convention, passed after the discussion, was 
to the effect that “the rapid extension of 
the system is a question occasioning some 
concern. But there is much to be said 
both in favor and in opposition. Care and 
caution are advised as wise courses to pur- 
sue and care in the system and in its de- 
tails.” 

C. J. Hill of the Babson Institute said 
that only five per cent of the trade of the 
country was done in cash and that the rest 
had to be the subject of special financing. 
The amount of credit extended in the 
automobile business reached last year 
$2,500,000,000, and probably $5,000,000,- 
ooo credit business was done in retail sell- 
ing of various kinds, including principally 
musical instruments, household appliances, 
furniture and furnishings, radios, clothes, 
tires, books and furs. Mr. Hill said that 
it was his opinion that many people were 
cutting down essentials to buy luxuries on 
this plan and warned retailers who did 
this business on the same terms as cash 
that they were living in a fools’ heaven. 
“My advice,” Mr. Hill said, “is to be more 
careful than ever before in granting 
credit.” He said the purchasing power of 
the American people was higher than ever 
and that the average working man had 
thirty or forty per cent more buying pow- 
er than before the war, even allowing 
for the increased cost of living, which 
he reckoned at approximately seventy-eight 
per cent. 

Henry Ittleson, president of the Com- 
mercial Investment Trust, said that install- 
ment selling was now an integral part of 
the merchandising system of the country. 
Partly born of the irrepressible desire of 
our people to constantly improve their 
standards of living. He cited the fact that 
most people purchase insurance on install- 
ments. He said that just criticism of the 
installment system should be directed not 
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against the theory of the plan but against 
its abuse, 

The booktrade is noting these discus- 
sions on installments with interest partly 
because books were among the first articles 
to be sold on installments and are even 
today widely sold on this basis. Also be- 
cause, while this type of marketing has not 
grown in the booktrade in the last ten 
years, it has been extended very widely by 
such rapidly expanding industries as auto- 
mobiles, tires, musical instruments and 
furniture. The statement of Mr. Ittleson 
is worth remembering, that this type of 
selling is now an integral part of our busi- 
ness, and the caution of Mr. Hill that there 
should be unusual care in the next few 
years on all extensions of credit.

Religious Book Activities 


HE period of emphasis on religious 

books this year comes at a time when 

there is every evidence of the con- 
tinuance of the wave of interest in re- 
ligious writing or religious discussion that 
has been steadily cumulative during the 
past few years. Never have the news- 
papers given so large an amount of space 
to religious discussion of local national 
characters, never have there been so many 
people who wished to go into print in this 
discussion; never have the churches seemed 
more active .and alert, even tho in some 
cases this activity seems to be only verbal 
warfare. 

The number of books in the field of re- 
ligion increased between 1924 and 1925 
from 654 to 729, and in England there 
was a similar upward tendency. This 
total, as in previous years, puts religious 
books second only to fiction. 

The record of best sellers has shown 
similar emphasis, with a marked success 
for Bruce Barton’s “The Man Nobody 
Knows,” and a continuing demand for 
Papini’s “Life of Christ.” As neither of 
these two books appeared in the records of 
public library demands as gathered by the 
Bookman, it might be interpreted to mean 
that religious books are books that are 
bought for the home rather than borrowed. 

There is a large area of religious pub- 
lishing that is strictly sectarian, but each 
year from the lists of the many publishers 
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that specialize in this field there arise num- 
bers of books which move forward to a 
wide popular reading of an inter-denomina- 
tional and general character. This inter- 
change of thought by means of the printed 
page is one of the real and inspiring indi- 
cations of better understanding among re- 
ligious groups, and the bookstores are pro- 
vided with an unusual opportunity to serve 
themselves as distributors of books and 
serve clear thinking and religious toler- 
ance. 

Many people who have picked out of the 
current discussion the idea that the church 
is of less significance in our communities 
than it was at one time, are failing to look 
at the straws that point very decidedly in 
the opposite direction, and in hundreds and 
thousands of our communities the most 
stimulating and effective personalities in 
the towns and cities are those of the clergy- 
men, who are moulding thought and action 
thru their leadership and organization in 
a way that non-church members cannot 
understand, tho they are directly influenced 
by what happens and affected by the re- 
sults of the effort.

and is to be carried out for the St. 

Louis Convention, and that is that 
Tuesday be devoted entirely to round 
tables, both morning and afternoon sessions, 
and, among other groups, there will be a 
special session devoted to the interests of 
those who sell religious books. ‘This oppor- 
tunity should be especially welcomed, as 
this group of booksellers has not been sufh- 
ciently self-conscious or consolidated, and 
there must be numerous ideas that can be 
exchanged and store methods that can be 
compared.

Death Robs Us 


Tis with peculiar sorrow that we 
record the passing of Henry Holt, who 
until Saturday, February 13th, was the 

oldest living American publisher. Pecu- 
liar sorrow because his name had especial 
association with the Publishers’ Weekly at 
its beginnings, for as a young man who 
hoped to rise as an author he came with 
his first manuscript, a translation from the 
French, to Frederick Leypoldt and, find- 
ing his vocation to be that of a publisher 
also, formed with the founder of the Pub- 
lishers' Weekly the firm of Leypoldt and 
Holt. Peculiar sorrow, yet professional 
pride because his notable and _ successful 
career has been one of the great personal 
achievements in American publishing. 

When Mr. Leypoldt, the founder of other 

enterprises which will also always be asso- 
ciated with his name, retired from the pub- 
lishing firm in the interest of his life-work 
in bibliography, the friendship was not 
broken and he and his younger partner re- 
mained publishing kindred until the elder’s 
premature death more than forty years 
ago. In those early days the houses of 
Harper, Appleton, Putnam and Scribner, 
veterans all, were the leading New York 
publishers, and Henry Holt was the first 
proof that there is always room in the 
business of publishing for a new man to 
rise to the top. With the second genera- 
tion bearing these honored names Mr. 
Holt kept in close touch, as instanced in 
the loving cup presented to George Haven 
Putnam on the occasion of his marriage 
with the inscriptions: 


“With love of Appleton 
With love of Harper 

With love of Scribner 
With love of Holt 


For love of Putnam” 


Henry Holt never forgot his aspirations 
for authorship, and indeed few men have 
made contributions in more varied fields 
of publication than he. His books marked 
him an economist and publicist of ability. 
When he became a novelist, he preferred 
not to publish thru his own house or to 
utilize his reputation as a publisher to 
make his way as an author. Consequently 
“Calmire—Man and Nature” and “Sturm- 
see—Man and Man,” both part of the 
scheme of representing social evolution, 
were published anonymously by Macmillan 
(later by Houghton) and they won for 
themselves, without the benefit of his name, 
considerable success. Houghton Mifflin 
also published three years ago his happy 
“Garrulities of an Octogenarian” in which 
the humor which was always part of Mr. 
Holt’s character pervaded many of his 
reminiscences. As the editor of his per- 
sonal periodical, The Unpopular Review, 
he scored also such full success as such a 
periodical could win, recognition indeed 
greater than he had himself expected. 
Few men have triumphed in more fields 
than Henry Holt and few men have won 
more thoro respect and affection from their 
brethren of the publishing calling. 


Another publisher, of the succeeding 
generation, has passed who also helped to 
establish the fact that a publishing house 
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can make its way to large success despite 
the competition of the more experienced 
and wider known. William C. Bobbs did 
a peculiar service in recognizing that the 
mid-west city of Indianapolis had developed 
such literary character as to justify a pub- 
lishing house therein, and from the new 
center the books sent out by the Bobbs- 
Merrill Co. made not only Indianapolis 
authors, but a large variety of other writ- 
ers, more widely known to the American 
reading public. Mr. Bobbs’ life is a double 
encouragement to his juniors in the trade 
because he was bold enough not only to 
make a brave start in the midst of compe- 
tition, but also because he made that start 
in a new center of publishing activity. 


Thruout that family of nations known 
as the International Copyright Union there 
is cause for deep grief in the passing of 
Dr. Ernest Rothlisberger of Berne, the 
foremost promoter of the development of 
the Union and in his later years the best 
world authority on copywright. It is a 
grief to his American friends, among whom 
Register Solberg was foremost, that he 
should have passed on before his great hope 
had been realized and his efforts crowned 
by the adhesion of the United States 
to the International Copyright Union. 
When that time comes there will be still 
larger reason to recognize the great service 
which this modest, capable scholar has done 
for the world of authorship. 


The ‘‘Clean Book’’ Bill Up 
Again 
ENATOR Martin J. Kennedy of 


New York is this year responsible for 

the appearance of the old “Clean 
Book” Bill of the New York Society for 
the Suppression of Vice, the same bill that 
was brought forward last year by Senator 
Love in Brooklyn. At that time, the bill 
was emphatically defeated in committee 
after a hearing which was attended by a 
Score of leading New York publishers and 
by other interested organizations, such as 
the periodicals and newspapers. 

There has been no change in the bill 
which would make it any more workable 
or efficacious. It contains the same per- 
nicious idea of having judgments brought 
on separate phrases selected from a book, 
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an impossible way to judge any publica- 
tion, and it also provides that there should 
be no expert testimony, which simply means 
that no one of wide reading shall testify 
and that the books shall be judged by 
those who have read so little that they 
would not know whether the matter sub- 
mitted was common to the great classics 
of literature or had suddenly been injected 
into print. When the hearing is held, if 
it gets that much attention, this bill should 
be as emphatically opposed as was the Love 
Bill and as promptly defeated ‘as that was. 


The Printing Exhibit 
HE exhibit of Printing for Com- 


merce, now in its third year under 

the auspices of the American Insti- 

tute of Graphic Arts, has opened at the 
New York Art Center with a large attend- 
ance and unusual interest, and the show- 
ing has been admirably prepared by the 
committee in charge, with Frank Fleming 
as chairman. The jury which selected the 
examples was O. W. Jaquish, J. M. 
Bowles and W. Arthur Cole. The work 
of nearly 100 printers was represented 
from almost every large city in the country. 
Those who could compare this with 
previous exhibits felt that it showed a high- 
water mark; that the examples had in- 
creased dignity and restraint; that color 
was used with great care and simple 
effectiveness; and that the effect of 2 
broadening knowledge of fine examples of 
printing, especially as preserved in fine 
book-making, was increasingly evident. 
Among scores of interesting examples 
which deserve the attention of anyone 
interested in the making of circulars, 
announcements or other forms of printing 
for commerce might be noted the fine 
series of monthly advertising calendars of 
the Marchbanks Press; the leaflets printed 
by Mr. Updike for the Club of Odd Vol- 
umes, and his leaflet announcing the ex- 
hibit of sporting books; the work of Cur- 
rier & Harford, including the announce- 
ment of a garden party with a design by 
Edmund Wilson; the admirable examples 
from various printers planned for the West 
Virginia Pulp and Paper Company; sev- 
eral fine examples from Bruce Rogers, 
from William E. Rudge, the Grabhorn 


Press, and others.

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Closed Shop for the Dramatists 


Dramatists Organize 


and Offer 


Agreements to 


Producers Containing Rigid Limitations of Contract 


HE organization of dramatists has 

been completed and a proposal for a 

contract drawn by Dudley Field 
Malone and Arthur Garfield Hays, which 
means practically a closed shop in the the- 
atrical world. ‘The contract provides that 
theatrical producers shall accept only the 
plays of members of the dramatists’ organi- 
zation. It stipulates competitive bidding for 
the motion picture privileges. It was the 
control of these privileges that caused the 
dramatists to reorganize to fight against 
the parceling out of moving picture rights 
along with dramatic rights. The drama- 
tists’ organization has 200 members, and 
the organization is open to all writers for 
the theater. Authors whose plays have 
been produced are eligible to full member- 
ship and others to associate membership. 
According to Mr. Malone, the new con- 
tract contains a provision governing the 
sale of plays by foreign dramatists. The 
majority of the English playwrights whose 
works have been produced here are mem- 
bers of the organization. 

The general outline of the agreement 
is as follows: 

“The manager agrees to make no con- 
tract concerning any play or dramatico- 
musical composition, for the United States 
and Canada, without the consent of the 
Council of the Guild, with any playwright, 
author, writer or composer who is not a 
member in good standing of the Guild. 
The manager shall be entitled at all times 
to be informed of the names of members 
of the Guild in good standing. 

“The guild agrees that no member 
thereof shall have the right to make any 
contract concerning any play or dramat- 
ico-musical composition for the United 
States and Canada without the consent of 
the council of the guild with any manager 
who shall not sign this basic agreement, or 
who, by reason of failure to observe same, 
shall not be in good standing with the 
guild. 

“Managers who sign this basic agree- 


ment shall be in good standing with the 
guild. Their names shall be filed with 
the Secretary and the members shall re- 
ceive notice thereof. Members shall fur- 
ther receive notice if and when any such 
manager shall cease to be in good stand 
ing.” 

Membership in the guild is open to 
any one paying $25 annually for a regular 
membership and $5 annually for an asso- 
ciate membership. Foreign authors and 
composers may belong without payment of 
dues. 

The author is not permitted by the 
agreement to waive any part of the mini- 
mum terms in consideration for a greater 
interest under the provision of another sec- 
tion; the manager must account for royal- 
ties within ten days after every Saturday 
night performance, and, failing, he must 
pay an additional ten per cent. of the royal- 
ties due for an extension of ten days. 

The manager must agree to produce 
and present plays without altering any 
part unless the author agrees. Should 
changes be made they will be the property 
of the author without payment to any one 
suggesting them unless the author agrees 
to the contrary. 

The manager must produce and present 
the play with a cast and production “ap- 
proved by the author,” and production 
must be made within six months from the 
date of contract “in a first-class theater 
in the United States or Canada,” other- 
wise the play shall revert to the author 
unless the manager advances royalty equal 
to the first advance royalty paid for an- 
other option of six months. Should the 
manager produce the play within six 
months he shall have exclusive lease for the 
United States and Canada for six months 
from the date of the first performance, in 
which time, however, he must present the 
play for four consecutive weeks in Man- 
hattan. Thereafter the manager may re- 
tain his lease as long as he produces the 
play at least seventy-five times a year, dur- 
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ing which there must be at least a two 
weeks’ “run” in each six months. 

The author must receive fifty per cent 
of stock and foreign rights sold by the 
manager, who, however, may not dispose 
of those rights without a written agreement 
with the author. The author may receive 
a bid for the work and submit it to the 
manager for a better offer; he is not re- 
quired to accept the manager’s offer, which 
must be made within fourteen days, but 
he is not permitted to dispose of the rights 
later on less advantageous terms, altho he 
may sell on better terms either to others or 
to the manager. British rights are made 
subject to conditions similar to United 
States and Canadian rights, allowing the 
manager fifteen months for the production 
of a drama or two years for the production 
of a musical play in Great Britain and re- 
quiring him to keep the play at “a first- 
class West End London theater’’ at least 
two weeks. 


Movie rights are made _ subject to 
terms similar to those regulating the 
sale of foreign rights except that in 


meeting the bids obtained by the author 
the manager receives but eight days 
to make his offers. The author shall not 
without the consent of the manager sell 
the movie rights while the manager is pre- 
senting the play, and if the author has 
not sold the movie rights within one year 
after they are subject to release he is re- 
quired to accept the manager’s offer or in 
lieu thereof pay to the manager a sum 
equal to his proportionate share. ‘The au- 
thor is not permitted to negotiate the sale 
of movie rights of other of his plays except 
with the consent of the manager, otherwise 
he must pay to the manager all the net 
received in the sale and be subjected to 
expulsion or suspension from the Guild, 
but the author may sell outright to the 
manager movie rights in any play that 
he owns. ; 

The agreement also provides for arbi- 
tration of disputes between managers and 
authors by a board of three persons, two of 
them chosen by the parties in dispute and 
the third by their representatives; and in 
the event one of the parties in dispute fails 
to appoint an arbitrator the controversy 
shall be settled by the Arbitration Society 
of America. 
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Record Price for Gutenberg Bible 


HE sale of a famous book on the 

evening of February isth at the 

Anderson Galleries became not only 
front page news for every morning paper 
but served as a gala occasion thru the fore- 
gathering of book-interested people from 
all parts of the country. Before the sale. 
A. Edward Newton of Philadelphia had a 
dinner for friends, as did R. B. Adam, the 
well-known Buffalo collector, and Miss 
Bella de Costa Greene, librarian of the 
Morgan Library. 

The price for the so-called “Melk” copy 
of the Gutenberg Bible broke all records 
not only for this preeminent book but for 
any book whatsoever. ‘The bidding was 
started by Miss Greene at $50,000, more 
than the last top auction price, and reached 
$106,000 when it was knocked down to 
Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach. The under- 
bidder was W. Evarts Benjamin, said to 
represent a group of New York business 
men who planned to present the Bible to 
the Cathedral of St. John the Divine, and 
these two were the only ones in the bidding 
after $82,000 was passed. The bidding 
lasted ten minutes. The copy came from 
the Benedictine Monastery in Melk, Aus- 
tria, and its sale and publicity were beauti- 
fully handled by Edward Goldston, an 
English bookseller, who began to send pub- 
licity notes to America as the best poten- 
tial market from the moment he started 
from Germany to secure the copy, and the 
press has not been without news. 

The first copy of the Gutenberg Bible 
that came to the United States was bought 
in 1847 by James Lenox, the copy now in 
the New York Public Library. He paid 
£500 for it. In 1872, the second copy 
came to George Brindley of Hartford thru 
the same Henry Stevens who had acted for 
Lenox. The last record auction price was 
for a copy bought by Dr. Rosenbach in 
1923 for $43,500 and said to have been 
sold to C. H. Pforzheimer of New York. 

Previous to this record, the highest 
priced book was the little Shakespeare vol- 
ume containing “Venus and Adonis” and 
“The Passionate Pilgrim,’ bought in 
December, 1919, in London, for the Henry 
E. Huntington Library at a price approxi- 
mating $70,000. 





Unusual Copyright Case 


SUIT has been brought against 

Albert & Charles Boni, Inc., who 

are publishing a new edition of the 
works of Ambrose Bierce. The suit is 
brought by Adolphe D. de Castro and asks 
an injunction pending action in a second 
suit calling for an accounting and restitu- 
tion of all royalties on “The Monk and 
the Hangman’s Daughter.” 

The novelette was first published in the 
San Francisco Examiner and signed by 
Gustave Adolphe Danziger and Ambrose 
Bierce. Danziger was de Castro’s name 
before a California court permitted it to 
be changed. That was in 1891 when 
Bierce was editor of the Examiner. The 
copyright was taken out by de Castro 
and renewed by him in 1919. 

De Castro’s claim is that he wrote the 
original story of “The Monk and the 
Hangman’s Daughter,” a story of about 
3,500 words, but he feared that German 
colloquialisms had crept into it and paid 
Bierce $250 to revise the manuscript and 
permitted him to add his name to the story. 
He says that Bierce assisted him in bring- 
ing the story to its present length, 32,500 
words. Later, he says, after he had re- 
turned to Europe, he sold all his rights 
to Bierce for $10, a nominal sum, to per- 
mit Bierce to negotiate for publication of 
the story in book form. De Castro con- 
tends that the sale of all rights was. not 
intended to include the copyright. 

Bierce claimed that de Castro brought 
him a 3,000 word translation of a Ger- 
man story, which he, Bierce, rewrote. De 
Castro, as one of the co-authors, took out 
the copyright, but later assigned the copy- 
right to Bierce. 

If de Castro had assigned his rights to 
a publisher, it is true that only he and not 
the publisher could have arranged for the 
twenty-eight year extension of his rights 
in 1919, but Mr. Charles Boni says that, 
so far, his lawyers have not been able to 
find any case to use as a precedent, of an 
author assigning copyright to his co-author. 
Bierce, of course, has been missing since 
1914 and is believed to have died in Mexi- 
co. Charles Boni says that it seems to him 
highly improbable that Bierce did not do 
most of the writing of the story, since it is 
Bierce who is known by his literary 
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product rather than de Castro. He, of 
course, claims that since de Castro as- 
signed all his rights to Bierce this includes 
the copyright and the renewed copyright. 
The publishing rights to Ambrose Bierce’s 
works were taken over by Albert & 
Charles Boni from the Neale Publishing 
Company. 


Parcel Post to Chili 


A° a result of the recent ratification by 

Chili of the Pan-American Postal! 
Union Parcel Post Convention, the provi- 
sions of that convention now become effec- 
tive in connection with parcel mail moving 
between the United States and Chili. 
While the convention does not provide any 
change in the postage rate applicable to 
parcel post packages for Chili, which re- 
mains at fourteen cents per pound or frac- 
tion thereof, the weight limit for such 
packages is increased to twenty-two 
pounds. 


A. P. to Use Book News 


HE mail service of the Associated 

Press is going to use books as a regu- 
lar feature of its weekly news service. This 
has just been inaugurated by the new Mail 
Service Manager, a Chicagoan, who has 
been using book service successfully in the 
Western Department. The books will be 
treated, of course, purely as news and only 
those which have a real news value will be 
used.

Passing of a Vigorous Figure in American Publishing 


MERICAN publishing has lost one 
of its conspicuous and brilliant fig- 
ures and the dean of the profession 
by the death on February 13th of Henry 
He died at 


Holt at the age of eighty-six. 


counsellor and a vigorous leader in the i..- 
dustry and an especially beloved figure 
among all his personal and professional 
friends. He was a man of unforgettable 
erect and vigorous, with a 


presence, 





his home at 57 East 72nd Street after a 
brief attack of bronchitis. Mr. Holt had 
sixty-three years of connection with pub- 
lishing, had been fifty-five years at the 
head of his own firm, had been author of 
books on economics and psychic phenomena 
and of two novels, had edited a review, was 
a musician of first- rate ability, a lover of 
good company and of good living, a wise 





deeply-seamed face, shaggy brows, deep- 
set eyes, eyes that snapped with apprecia- 
tion of the give and take of intellectual and 
witty discussion. No American imprint 
has been more markedly the shadow of a 
live and vigorous personality, and no fig- 
ure in publishing can more completely ex- 
emplify the fine traditions that gather 
about the word “publisher.” 
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Henry Holt was born on January 3rd, 
1840 in Baltimore, son of a Connecticut 
Yankee. He was sent for his education to 
Russell’s academy in New Haven and 
passed from this preparatory school into 
Yale in the class of 1861. In college he 
made friendships that were important to 
him in the direction of his career, and it 
was said that his first idea of entering the 
publishing world came from some words 
dropped by Daniel C. Gilman, the libra- 
rian of Yale, who said in a lecture that, 
if you picked up a book with the Ticknor 
& Fields imprint, the chances were strong 
that it was a good book. After leaving 
college, he took the law course and degree 
of the Columbia Law School, and during 
that time married Mary Florence West. 
Without endeavoring to practice law, he 
went to work for G. P. Putnam, who was 
then Collector of Revenues as well as a 
publisher, and Mr. Holt in his first experi- 
ence had part of the responsibility of bring- 
ing out the Artist’s Edition of Irving’s 
“Sketch Book” as well as helping in the 
production of “The Rebellion Records,” a 
publication afterward taken over by Van 
Nostrand. In joining with Putnam, he 
bought out Mr. Evans, a partner. 

He was not at this time without his 
inclination for a literary career, and his 
first effort was a translation of Edmond 
About’s “The Man With the Broken 
Ear,” which he offered for publication to 
Frederick Leypoldt, who had moved from 
Philadelphia in 1864 to establish his pub- 
lishing business in New York at 646 
Broadway. ‘The manuscript was refused, 
but a friendship was established and Mr. 
Holt left Putnam’s office to form, in 
January, 1865, the business of Leypoldt 
& Holt, which was moved from Mr. Ley- 
poldt’s office to 451 Broome Street, corner 
of Mercer. The first book to bear the 
new imprint was Joseph von Eichendorft’s 
“Memoirs of a Good for Nothing,” trans- 
lated from the German. They also issued 
translations from Heine and Schiller and 
the About book mentioned above, turning 
to Europe for material, as so many con- 
spicuous English and American authors 
were already being handled by the old 
established American firms. An _ impor- 
tant undertaking was that of Taine’s “His- 
tory of English Literature,” which, in the 
Van Laun translation, had failed to find 
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a publisher in England. It was a good 
success and continued to be active on the 
list for years together with others by the 
same author. 

At the time this new enterprise was 
starting, Mr. Holt began reading Herbert 
Spencer in his “First Principles,” a book 
that had a profound effect in turning his 
interest toward science and philosophy and 
which led to his acquaintance with John 
Fiske and with Edward Youmans, the 
most conspicuous expounders of the evolu- 
tionary theory in America. Some years 
later Mr. Holt made a trip to London 
with Mr. Fiske. 

In 1868, the firm began an enterprise 
dear to Mr. Leypoldt’s heart, a monthly 
record of new books called The Literary 
Bulletin, “‘a Monthly Record of Foreign 
and American Books” which was supplied 
to the booksellers in imprint quantity, the 
circulation reaching 30,000 copies. The 
first Educational Catalog was a feature of 
The Literary Bulletin in August, 1869, 
and in September of that year a trade edi- 
tion of the monthly bulletin was published 
as The Trade Circular with circulation 
of 2,000 copies. By this time Mr. Ley- 
poldt was giving all his attention to biblio- 
graphical enterprises, and Mr. Holt car- 
ried on the general publishing. In 1870, 
still under the same imprint, they issued 
“The American Catalogue of Books for 
1869.” This was the direct precursor of 
“The Publishers’ Trade List Annual.” 
The Trade Circular, in 1873, became The 
Official Organ of the Publishers’ Board of 
Trade” and in September of that year 
Mr. Holt and Mr. Leypoldt separated and 
The Trade Circular, in 1873, became The 
Publishers’ Weekly. 

In 1870, they had moved from 646 
Broadway to 25 Bond Street. The firm 
had become Leypoldt, Holt & Williams. 
When Mr. Leypoldt had withdrawn, the 
firm of Holt & Williams began the famous 
Leisure Hour series, which continued to 
be an important enterprise of the Holts 
until the early ’90’s, a series which served 
to bring to the attention of American read- 
ers such writers as Thomas Hardy, Rob- 
ert Louis Stevenson, Jerome K. Jerome, 
Anthony Hope and many others. 

In 1873, Mr. Williams retired, and the 
firm became Henry Holt & Company, the 
name which it retains today, tho it was 
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made a stock company in 1903. In 1878, 
Charles Holt, brother of Henry Holt, be- 
came a partner. In the early days of the 
business Joseph Vogelius was a partner, 
and, in fact, had been with Mr. Leypoldt 
before Mr. Holt came to the business, and 
Edward N. Bristol took general charge of 
the development of the educational end and 
lately, became vice president and active 
head of the business. In 1890, Roland 
Holt entered the business and in 1903 be- 
came vice-president. In recent years EI- 
liott Holt and Henry Holt, Jr., children 
of the second marriage, have become active 
participants in the publishing office, while 
Roland Holt retired after thirty-five years 
of publishing. 

The firm has had various addresses, in 
1882 moving to the new publishing center, 
East 23rd Street; in 1908, to 33rd Street; 
in 1916, to 44th Street; and now, on Feb- 
ruary Ist, to Park Avenue and 33rd Street. 


The imprint of Henry Holt & Company 
has been connected with a very wide vari- 
ety of publications, and no full outline of 
its activities can be given in a brief space. 
Mr. Holt had an uncanny eye for best 
sellers, picking them out from unexpected 
corners and from new contributors. Among 
the conspicuous successes in popular sell- 
ing fiction were “The Honorable Peter 
Sterling” by Paul Leicester Ford, ‘The 
Prisoner of Zenda” by Anthony Hope, 
“The Lightning Conductor” by C. N. and 
A. M. Williamson, “The Gadfly” by 
Ernest Voynich, “Divine Fire’ by May 
Sinclair, “The Squirrel Cage” by Dorothy 
Canfield. Among the first books that 
came out with his own imprint was the 
Mills’ “Autobiography,” which was fol- 
lowed by other works of his and Symond’s 
well-known books on “The Italian Renais- 
sance.” 

The American Science Series is a con- 
spicuous example of far-sighted and intelli- 
gent publishing, and included such epoch- 
making books as William James’s “Prin- 
ciples of Psychology.” An equally impor- 
tant series has been the American His- 
torical Series edited by Charles Homer 
Haskins, which includes “Europe Since 
1815” by Charles D. Hazen and a dozen 


other important volumes; also, the 4 meri- 


can Political Science Series and the Ameri- 
can Business Series, etc. 
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Henry Bergson’s “Creative Evolution,” 
Rolland’s “Jean Christophe,” Nexé’s 

Pelle the Conqueror,” etc., have been 
among the conspicuous books brought from 
Europe and marketed with great success in 
this country. The publishing and develop- 
ment of interest in William De Morgan 
was an important publishing event as well 
as the publishing of the series of biographies 
which included Lord Charnwood’s famous 
“Life of Lincoln.” The development of 
the Home University Library was a pub- 
lishing plan of international importance, 
and 113 volumes have been published since 
its inception. The house has been particu- 
larly friendly to new poetry, and has given 
first appearance to Robert Frost, Carl 
Sandburg, Walter de la Mare and others. 
Another large enterprise of conspicuous 
success has been the development of “The 
Home Book of Verse” by Burton E. 
Stevenson, which, with its supplement, 
“The Home Book of Modern Verse,” } as 
become the standard book among inclusive 
anthologies. 

Two younger firms have developed from 
the Holt school of publishing training, 
Harcourt, Brace & Company, four mem- 
bers of which concern came from the Holt 
office, Alfred Harcourt having been mana- 
ger of the trade department and secretary 
of the company, and Donald Brace com- 
ing from the manufacturing and produc- 
tion department; Lincoln MacVeagh, who 
succeeded Alfred Harcourt in the trade 
department, has more recently become the 


head of The Dial Press. 


Mr. Holt achieved distinction as an au- 
thor as well as a publisher and had two 
novels to his credit, both issued anony- 
mously, “Calmire—Man and Nature,” 
1892, and “Sturmsee—Man and Man,” 
1905. Both were published by Macmillan 
and were subsequently taken over by 
Houghton Mifflin Company. He also 
published “Talks on Taxation” and “Talks 
on Civics” in 1901, and the latter was ex- 
panded in 1907 into “On the Civic Rela- 
tions.” In 1914, he published his imper- 
tant work “On the Cosmic Relations” in 
two volumes (Houghton Mifflin), a work 
that sketches the development of the theory 
of evolution as a basis for a consciousness 
of the universe beyond our knowledge, and 
covers the ground of psychic phenomena 
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and the complications of these phenomena. 
For six years from 1914, he edited and 
published the Unpopular Review, which, 
during part of its career, came out bi- 
monthly; and part, quarterly. During the 
latter part of its career it was called the 
Unpartizan Review. It was in this pub- 
lication, independent and truly unpartisan 
in its attitude to philosophical and eco- 
nomic questions, that Mr. Holt first pub- 
lished his reminiscences, ‘“The Garrulities 
of an Octogenarian Editor.” In this auto- 
biography he discourses of many of those 
whose influence was strong in the develop- 
ment of his career and in his interests in 
various fields, including his classmates, 
Sextus Shearer and Edward Roland Sills, 
E. L. Godkin, General Francis A. Walker, 
Richard Hodgson (of the Psychical Re- 
search Society), J. A. Mitchell, editor of 
Life and others.

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By his first marriage Mr. Holt leaves a 
son, Roland Holt, and two daughters, one 
of whom, Winifred Holt, has a dis- 
tinguished reputation as a sculptor and has 
won much appreciation for her labors in 
behalf of the blind. She was married in 
1922 to Rufus G. Mather. Edith Holt 
married in 1908 Joseph Colt Bloodgood, 
a distinguished Baltimore surgeon. Mr. 
Holt’s second marriage to Florence Taber 
in 1886 leaves as heirs Sylvia Holt, El- 
liott Holt and Henry Holt, Jr., both of 
the latter now connected with the business. 

The funeral which was private was at 
New York on Monday at 11 o’clock and J. 
W. Hiltman, Frederick Stokes and Arthur 
Scribner attended for the National Asso- 
ciation of Book Publishers, and a special 
meeting of the Directors of the ‘Associa- 
tion was called, and passed resolutions of 
sympathy to the family. 


Old Indianapolis House Loses Its Chief 


ILLIAM C. BOBBS, president 
of The Bobbs-Merrill Company, 
died on February 11th after a very 
brief illness at his home in Indianapolis. 
He had been ill for only a week and his 
condition had not been regarded as alarm- 
ing. He leaves, beside a widow, a son, 
Julian Bobbs, treasurer of the Company. 

In the death of Mr. Bobbs, American 
publishing has lost an energetic and suc- 
cessful figure, the head of the largest gen- 
eral publishing business west of the Alle- 
ghanies. 

The story of the development of pub- 
lishing in the Hoosier capital is one of the 
interesting chronicles of the trade. The 
story begins a hundred years ago, when 
Samuel Merrill came to Indianapolis short- 
ly after the founding of that city. He 


founded a bookselling business, and was 
joined first by E. H. Hood and later by a 
son-in-law, Charles W. Moores. 

After the Civil War, the store became 
known as “Merrill, Meigs & Company.” 
It was with this firm that William C. 
Bobbs, born in Ohio in 1861, went to work 





in 1879, after he had graduated from the 
Indianapolis schools. Six years later, the 
business was joined with that of Bowen, 
Stewart & Company, and Mr. Bobbs was 
one of the factors in the new organization 
along with Charles W. Merrill, John J. 
Curtis and the older men, Samuel Merrill 
and Silas Bowen. Charles W. Merrill 
died twelve years ago. J. J. Curtis ts 
living in Los Angeles. 

The first volume of the firm in publish- 
ing was a little volume of poems entitled 
“The Old Swimmin’ Hole,” which had 
been issued by George C. Hitt in Indian- 
apolis. Bowen-Merrill took the book 
over, and the second edition of this famous 
volume of Riley’s bore the Bowen-Merrill 
imprint. This was the beginning of a life- 
long friendship between Mr. Bobbs and 
James Whitcomb Riley. Early in the 
’90’s, Mr. Bobbs found Meredith Nichol- 
son on a local paper and interested in the 
writing of verse, and his volume, “Short 
Flights,” was published. When Silas 
Bowen retired Mr. Bobbs was elected 
president of the firm and on his death in 
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1895 the firm became the Bobbs-Merrill 
Company. 

Beside the development of the sale and 
reputation of Riley, the firm made pub- 
lishing history by its dramatic entrance 
‘nto the field of book promotion and adver-

Harold McGrath, of “The House of A 
Phousand Candles” by Meredith Nichol- 
son, and of “The Circular Staircase” by 
Mary Roberts Rinehart, in every case 
books by then unknown authors, promoted 
to a notable sale thru every part of the 
country and even in stores that heretofore

suggested to his partners that a popular 
story might be sold by widespread news- 
paper advertising, thus creating direct de- 
mand in the stores. This was a form of 
promotion then unheard of. There was 
little or no advertising of books in news- 
papers, and the size of the display copy 
proposed had no precedent. ‘They found 
a volume suitable to their purpose, Charles 
Major’s “When Knighthood Was_ in 
Flower,” and the success of this campaign 
was beyond all expectation. They did not 
allow this one success to satisfy their ardor, 
and the campaign was followed by the fa- 
mous promotion campaigns of “Alice of 
Old Vincennes,” by Maurice Thompson, 
of “Lazarre” by Mary Hartwell Cather- 
wood, of “The Man on the Box” by 





had not considered books within their 
province. ‘This energetic work, for which 
Mr. Bobbs and Mr. Curtis were largely 
responsible, changed the whole method of 
book distribution in the country, and pub- 
licity of this kind for titles of popular 
appeal has now become a commonplace in 
bookselling. 

Of late years, the firm has broadened 
the character of its publications and has 
notable successes in the field of biography, 
science and general literature as well as 
continued emphasis on fiction. 

An important law business was devel- 
oped, and in 1899 the firm took over the 
law book list of Houghton Mifflin Com- 
pany as well as a hundred and twenty-five 
volumes from the American Publishers 
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Company of Norwalk, Ohio. An educa- 
tional department has also been part of the 
program, including such popular series as 
Child Classic Readers by Georgia and 
Grace Alexander, and the series of books 
on pedagogy by Dr. M. V. O’Shea of the 
University of Wisconsin. 

The firm has always maintained a New 
York office, but has kept its active business 
in the attractive building which was con- 
structed in 1910 and which faces one of the 
beautiful public squares of Indianapolis. 
The retail business, which was the first 
activity of the firm, was sold in 1910 to 
W. K. Stewart, grandson of the founder 
of one of the constituent branches of the 
business. Mr. Stewart developed this re- 
tail business into a chain of three stores in 
Indianapolis, Cincinnati and Louisville. 

Mr. Bobbs has been prominent in many 
civic, educational and art matters of his 
city, and has been a member since its be- 
ginning of the National Association of

WILLIAM BATESON 


WILLIAM BATESON, sixty-five, director 
of the John Innes Horticultural Institu- 
tion at Merton Park, Surrey, since 1910, 
died on February 8 at Wimbledon, Eng- 
land. Dr. Bateson was a fellow of the 
Royal Society, a trustee of the British Mu- 
seum and a member of scientific societies 
in many countries. He was Silliman lec- 
turer at Yale University in 1907, pro- 
fessor of biology at Cambridge in 1908-09 
and author of various papers on biological 
subjects and frequently contributed scien- 
tific writings to American newspapers. His 
books include “Materials for the Study of 
Variation,” “Mendel’s Principles of Her- 
edity” and ‘Problems of Genetics.” 


ALLEN H. BENT OF LIBBIE’S 


ALLEN H. BENT who conducted the 
sales for C. F. Libbie & Co. of Boston for 
fifteen years, until they discontinued this 
branch of their business, died at Boston on 
February 9th. He was well known to all 
who attended Libbie’s sales and gained the 
soubriquet of “the gentleman auctioneer.” 
Mr. Bent compiled several genealogical 
pamphlets and a bibliography of the White 
Mountains. 
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KATHERINE DUNLAP CATHER 

On Fesruary 6, Katherine Dunlap 
Cather, author of several children’s books. 
died as the result of a comparatively minor 
operation. Mrs. Cather was born in 
Navarre, Ohio, of an old pioneering fam- 
ily. Moving to California in childhood 
she was educated in the universities of the 
far west. She lectured on the short story 
in the University of California some years 
ago. She has written extensively for Sr. 
Nicholas, American Girl and other peri- 
odicals for young people. Mrs. Cather 
had just completed a book “The Castles 
of the Hawks” which will be published in 
the fall by Century. Her other books in- 
clude “Girlhood Stories of Famous Wom- 
en,” “Boyhood Stories of Famous Men,” 
and “Younger Days of Famous Writers.” 


BERNARD F. CURRAN 


BERNARD F. CurRAN died on January 
30th at the age of 36. As a boy he en- 
tered the employ of G. P. Putnam Sons, 
where he gained a reputation as one of the 
most efficient members of the staff of the 
Putnam store. Following his many years’ 
connection with this house he joined the 
sales force of D. Appleton & Co., January 
Ist, 1918. For some time he covered all 
of the south and southwest trade as well 
as numerous points in the west. He later 
spent several years covering New York 
City, Boston, Philadelphia, and for the 
last two years has been located in Chicago 
covering the trade in that city and several 
other large cities in the west.

‘THOMAS JEFFERSON GANNON, a well- 
known dealer in rare beoks at 665 Fifth 
Avenue, New York, died on January 19th.

Such names as Melville, Bierce, 
Henry James and Artemus Ward are al- 
ready included.

& Charles Boni stood on solid ground. 
At about this time, the firm took in as 
Secretary and Treasurer Lewis S. Baer, 
and its capitalization was doubled.

Had Spain made an anniversary 
of that day its “Dia del Libro,” it would 
have marked the passing of two of the 
world’s greatest masters of literature.” 


ART XVII of the Britwell Court Li- 

brary will be sold at Southeby’s on 
Monday, March 15 and the four follow- 
ing days. The catalog describes 707 lots 
of rare and valuable works in early Eng- 
lish poetry and other literature, many of 
which are unique. Part XVIII of the 
same library will be sold on March 22 and 
two following days. This portion consists 
largely of early English and Scottish law 
and history and comprises 570 lots. Here 
again are many unique items. 
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GPAIN'S Conquest of Peru during the 

sixteenth century, the rebellion of Gon- 
zalo Pizarro and the pacification of the 
country by Pedro de la Gasca are described 
in a collection of about 3,000 manuscripts 
whose purchase was announced last week 
by the Henry E. Huntington Library. The 
collection, covering the period from 1537 
to 1589, was purchased from Maggs 
Brothers in London and includes De la 
Gasca’s correspondence, the documents 
and papers he captured -from the defeated 
Pizarro in 1548, and De la Gasca’s or- 
iginal drafts of his dispatches and the royal 
decrees addressed to him. Heretofore the 
only source of information on this period 
of the Spanish-Peruvian history was a 
manuscript written by Pedro Pizarro, 
page to Francis Pizarro, who was the 
brother of Gonzalo Pizarro. This was in 
the possession of the Huntington Library. 


"THE private library of the late Mrs. 

H. E. Huntington of 2 East Fifty- 
seventh Street, consisting of standard sets 
in fine bindings; extra-illustrated sets; col- 
lected sets of first editions; colored cos- 
tume plates of all countries, colored sporting 
books by Alken, Cruikshank, Rowlandson ;

8vo, original boards, in cases, 
London, 1820, first edition, $603; collec- 
ted set of the first editions of Fielding’s 
“Writings,” 19 vols., 8vo and 12mo, levant 
by Riviére, London, 1742-55, $650; La 
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Fontaine’s “Fables,” 6 vols., 8vo, red 
morocco, Paris, 1765-75, with the arms of 
Marie Antoinette, $625; “Life and Cor-

"THE recent transfer to this country of 

two important collections of English 
archives has impelled the London Times 
to urge anew the adoption of some prac- 
tical measure for retaining and preserving 
such national treasures in the land of their 
origin. ‘The collection from Stowe House 
which has gone to the Huntington Library 
consists of the Grenville family papers, 
deeds, charters, etc. It apparently includes 
the official copy of the treaty of peace be- 
tween France and England ceding Canada 
to England. There are also holograph 
letters from Sir Thomas Lucy and a great 
quantity of material of Shakespearean in- 
terest. The documents range in dates 
from 1150 to 1870. The other collection, 
which the Chicago University Library ac- 
quired from Quaritch, consists of the 
Bacon family records from the munition 
room at Redgrave Hall, numbering thou- 
sands of pieces, from the thirteenth to the 
seventeenth century. The London Times 
points out that these English historical 
manuscripts are not of strictly American 
interest, and it notes the suggestion that 
they may have been acquired for educa- 
tional rather than for historical purposes. 
Not the least regrettable part of many 
sales, the London Times points out, seems 
the lack of patriotism shown by the Eng- 
lish owners. The documents may be val- 
ued for all sorts of reasons by collecters, 
but their main interest lies not in what 
they are, but in what they contain. If 
their contents are fit to be sold to strangers, 
they are fit to be examined by Englishmen 
first.
